by a germ, tile pneumococcus. 
While; 
that has long been a theory, there has 
not I keen direct proof of it until now. 
The Institute experiments, made by 
Dr. R. V. Lamar ami Dr. S. J .’.Meltxer 
of the Rockefeller laboratories, are de­ 
scribe! in the Journal of Experimental i 
Medicine. 
All the experiments were made upon ; 
dogs. 
The method consisted in Inject- J 
lug pure cultures of the organisms i 
taken from human patients into the i 
lungs of the dogs. 
Forty-eight animals 
were used. 
In forty-two of the ani­ 
mals pneumonia was produced by the 
pneumococcus injections. 
Ten of the 
dogs died, thirty-four were killed with­ 
in from one to twelve days and four 
several weeks after the injection.

Peyton Rous, have been Inoculating 
unborn chicks with cancer. 
The work 
was done In the Rockefeller laliorato- 
ries. 
The doctors cut out a piece of 
the eggshell, used a hypodermic nee­ 
dle containing the cancerous fluid and 
then sealed up the hole In the shell. 
The eggs were those of pure blooded 
barred Plymouth Rooks. 


Cancer Inoculation. 
The doctors report that they succeed­ 
ed Iii the direct Inoculation of a cancer 
of a fowl Into the unhatched chick In 
the shell and also into unborn pigeons 
a n d 
ducklings, but they could not 
transplant fowl cancer to an adult pi­ 
geon or duck, and cancer transplanted 
from one variety of adult chicken to 
another did not flourish. 
Dr. Isaac Levin, a Columbia univer­ 
sity Investigator under the provisions 
of the George Crocker Special Re­ 
search fund, reports that he is con­ 
vinced, after experiments on 
white 
rats, which are remarkably resistant 
to cancer, that the disease at the be­ 
ginning is local, not constitutional or 
general, and hence Is not due to a 
parasite. 
Growth 
of cancer, 
concludes 
tho 
Crocker fund experimenter, Is due to 
a loss of equilibrium between the re­ 
pressive power of the soft glandular 
cells and tho "flowering" power of the 
cancer cells. 
As to the origin of the cancer cell 
itself he announces no conclusion.

The affair was reported to the Cana­ 
dian government, which within a few 
days presented the two assistant keep­ 
ers with silver watches suitably en­ 
graved.

The official call for the Democratic 
national convention, 
to be held at 
Baltimore on June 25, has Just been 
issued by Norman E. Mack, chair­ 
man, and Urey Woodson, secretary, 
of the Democratic national committee. 
The representation and the method of 
naming of delegates are outlined as 
follows: 
“Delegates and alternates from each 
state of the Union shall lie chosen to 
the number of two delegates for every 
senator and two delegates for every 
representative from the states respec­ 
tively in the congress of the United 
States under the congressional reap­ 
portionment of districts based upon 
the census of 1910. 
The District of 
Columbia, 
Alaska, 
the 
Philippines, 
Hawaii and l’orto Rico are each al­ 
lotted six delegates. 
“In the choice of delegates and alter 
nates tho Democratic state or territo­ 
rial committee may, lf not otherwise 
directed by the law of such states 
or territories, provide for the direct 
election of such delegates or alter­ 
nates lf in the opinion of the commit­ 
tees It is deemed desirable and possi­ 
ble to do so with proper aud sufficient 
safeguards.
